CONTROL  BOARD. 


“  COAL  AND  PETROLEUM  PRODUCTS 
CONTROL  BOARD  ACT.” 

TTIS  HONOUR  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in 
Council  has  been  pleased  to  approve  the 
following  regulation,  being  Regulation  3  of  the 
Coal  and  Petroleum  Control  Board: — 

Regulation  3. 

A  Regulation  amending  the  Regulation  estab¬ 
lishing  a  System  of  Licences  for  the  Coal 
and  Petroleum  Industries. 

The  regulation  of  the  Coal  and  Petroleum 
Control  Board  made  by  Resolution  No.  5, 
establishing  a  system  of  licences  for  the  coal 
and  petroleum  industries,  is  amended  as  fol¬ 
lows  : — 

(1.)  Section  9  of  the  said  regulation  is  re¬ 
pealed  and  the  following  substituted  therefor: — 
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“  9.  Every  retailer  of  petroleum  products 
shall,  before  the  fifteenth  day  of  July,  1938, 
make  a  separate  application  to  the  Board  in 
respect  of  each  retail  outlet  operated  by  him 
for  a  licence  to  engage  in  the  retailing  of 
petroleum  products  (to  be  known  as  a  ‘  Petro¬ 
leum  Retailer’s  Licence  ’)  by  delivering  to  the 
Board  at  Victoria,  signed  and  completed,  the 
form  of  application  prescribed  in  Schedule  A, 
and  with  each  application  the  applicant  shall 
remit  a  fee  of  one  dollar  ($1).” 

(2.)  Section  15  of  the  said  regulation  is 
amended  by  striking  out  the  word  “  person  ” 
in  the  first  line  thereof,  and  substituting  the 
word  “  licensee.” 

(3.)  The  said  regulation  is  amended  by  add¬ 
ing  thereto,  as  section  16,  the  following: — 

“  16.  The  Board  may  restrict  any  licence 
issued  under  this  regulation  to  any  one  or 
more  of  the  products  to  which  this  regulation 
applies  and  may  prescribe  special  conditions  to 
be  observed  by  any  licensee.” 

(4.)  The  said  regulation  is  further  amended 
by  adding  thereto,  as  section  17,  the  follow¬ 
ing:— 

“  17.  This  regulation  shall  be  known  as  Regu¬ 
lation  1,  a  regulation  establishing  a  system 
of  licences  for  the  coal  and  petroleum  indus¬ 
tries.”

sufficiently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed 
by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2.)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in 
one  leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating 
in  all  parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in 
such  newspaper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of 
each  week. 

(3.)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a
